Two bullets from the load- 
ed rifies pierced the heart less than 
half ah inch apart.

Baptist Church. The convention has 
no legislative powers. 

The emphasis of the doctrinal char- 
acter of Christianity is urged in Gun- 
day-school work, in the report of the 
Sunday-schoo!l board submitted to the 
Southern Baptist convention today. 

A plea for denominational loyalty 
is made in the report of the Board of 
Home Missions, submitted to the 
Southern Baptist convention today. 

“Loyalty to one’s denominational 
groups,” says the report, “is decried 
in many @ and reverence for 
scripture teachi and obedience to 
it is ignored in these quarters. If Bap- 
tists are to hold @heir prestige and in- 
fluence In liftin our southern civi- 
lization, they must be strong enough 
to withstand such tendencies.”’ 

Optimism characterizes the annual 
report of the Foreign Mission Board 
of the Southern Baptist Church, <«ub- 
mitted to the convention by the Rev. 
T. B. Ray of Richmond, Va., educa- 
tional secretary: 

“Baptists were awakened to world- 
wide responsibility, and at the same 
time to the great opportunities before 
them in the home land,” says the re- 


port. 

The Southern Baptists now have 116 
men and 157 women missionaries in 
foreign fields, 139 ordained native 
ministers and 447 native helpers. The 
membership in foreign fields totals 
more than 27,000 and nearly 7500 are’ 
enrolled in schools and colleges. 

Missions are located in China, Japan, 
Africa, Italy, Mexico, Brazil and Ar- 
gentina. The total receipts of the 
Foreign Mission Board for the year 
exceeds $500,000. The present aris- 
sion debt is $76,000. 

Considerable space is given to con- 
ditions in Mexico as reported by mis- 
sionaries there.
